Extreme Unction, a Sacrament for the 
Dangerously Sick. | 
FATHER S. The Catholic Church has divine helps to bene-| 
fit the soul from the cradle to the grave. It administers a sacra- | 
ment to the babe soon after its birth, and after caring for her 
children all through life, it has a sacrament for them, often called 


the “last sacrament,” when the doctor pronounces. them danger- | 


ously sick. Do you know the name of this sacrament? 
MR. J. Yes, Father: Extreme Unction. 
FATHER 8. Do you know how it is administered? 
MR. J. I know the description which the Catechism gives, 


but I cannot well picture to myself the manner of its administra- | 
ion. | 


FATHER S. Well, the priest anoints the sick person with | 


oil, which is consecrated once a year for this sacrament by the 
bishop. The oil is applied in the form of a cross to his closed eyes, 
to his ears, nose, lips, hands and feet, whilst the anointing is ac- 
companied by a prayer that God might forgive whatever sins 
might have been committed through these five senses. 


MR. J. This like the other sacraments must have been insti-| 


tuted by Christ. Does the Bible make any reference to the prac- 
tice of anointing the sick? 

FATHER S. Yes. In the Epistle of St. James (V, 14, 15), 
we read: “Is any man sick among you? Let him bring in the 
Priests of the Church, and let them pray over him, anointing him 
With oil in the name of the Lord; and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick man, and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he be in 
sins, Ro gag ent him.” 

MR. J. I wonder why Christ chose oil for this sacrament?

HIS Society, founded by St. Ignatius Loyola, has for its purpose not only the 
sanctifying of its own members but apostolic labor for the salvation of oth-

It has been said that every species of talent has some opportunity in its mani- 
i} fold labors. 
| At present the Society consists of 830 provinces and two vice-provinces, of which 
four provinces are in the United States and one in Canada. Its members at the begin- 
ning of the year 1823 numbered 18,304, of whom 8,926 were priests, 5,218 scholastics 
|| gnd 4.160 were brothers. There are in the United States seven universities of the So- 

ciety besides many colleges and high schools. The foreign missions of the Jesuits are 
to be found in Albania, Barees, in Armenia, Ceylon, India, Japan, Java, the Philippines, 
China and Syria in Asia, Egypt, Central Africa, the Congo, and Madagascar in Africa, 
the Carolina Islands in Oceania, and in America, the Island of Jamaica and the Indian 
missions in Alaska, Canada, N. Dakota, the Rocky Mountains, Mexico, British Guiana, 
and British Honduras.

‘| motto “Ad Majorem Dei Gloriam” which means “For the Greater Glory of God.” Its

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LEARN THE LESSON. 

Catholic people can learn so much from Protestant lay- 
men in the matter of the Apostolate.
